3. THE LEVEL OFSKIJ^L OF ONE SKILLED IN THIS ART 

In my opinion, a person! of ordinary skill in this art would be a Light Fixture 
Destgr^r with oqperience in Home Light Fixture Assembly sales. The person 
would have a working knowledge of the Home Light Fixture Assembly industry. 
The person would eithe^ be an engineer with two (2) years experience working in 
the field or in place of ai degree in engineering, the person would have an 
equivalent experience irl the Hon\e Light Fixture Assembly industry for two to 
four (2-4) years. The person would have knowledge of Home Light Fixture 
Assemblies and how th4y are made and sold. 

4. Faa Statements Rdatfid Obviousness Issue 

(a) Application, Serial |No. 1 0/645^77 discloses a home lighting fixture. 

(b) Claims 1 , 2» 4, and !7 would convey to a person ordinary skill in the art 
structure for a homd light fixture that can be mounted to a wall, a post^ or a 
chain. 

(c) Claims 3, 5, and 6 i;onvey to a person of ordinary skill in the art a method for 
assembling a home light fixture. 

(d) A person of ordinary skill in the art wouW not consider Judd when trying to 
make a home light fixture that is convertible to all of the different mounts. 
Judd is an automotil'e light assembly. Dififerent mourns are not required for 
an automotive light assembly because the automotive light assembly is 
specifically designed to fit into a particular car. People that make automotive 
light assemblies havje to take into account different factors from the &ctoT9 
considered by thoselmaking home light fixtures. When inventing an

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automotive light assembly one would have to consider the following factors 
among others that wiould not be considered when making a home light fixture: 

1) It has tobeakaled; 

2) A reflector is tieeded; 

3) It has to be able to withstand vibrations; 

4) The effect of bide speed impact of bugs and impact with other objects; 
and 

5) The space av4ilablc underneath the hood or in the trunk of the car. 

(e) The Applicant's fiejd of endeavor is home light fixtures. A person of ordinary 
skill in the art reviewing the Applicant's applkation wouM know the field of 
the invention i$ hotne lighting fixtures. Automotive light assemblies are 
often referred to as keadlan^. Home light fixtures cannot be used as an 
automotive light assiembly. An automotive light assembly cannot be used as a 
home light fixture, i 

(f) I know of no instances in which a person of ordinary skill in the hon^ light 
fbcture industry comidered Automotive light assemblies to make a light 
fixture. The two ar6 totally different fields. 

(g) There is no suggestion or motivatk>n, either in Judd and Wilson or in the 
knowledge generalli^ available to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify or 
combine the referenbe teachings. Judd makes no suggestion to use its light 
socket's nonthreada^ly releasably coupling on mounts for home light fixtures. 
Wilson does not teaij:h or suggest an akemative to couple the home light 
fixture body to the ihount other than through threaded screws. Wilson docs 
not mention automoltive light assemblies. Wilson does not suggest or teach 
that its method can be used for other nK)unts. 

(h) Wilson does not show a post nrount. Reference No. 1 62 in Wilson is not a 
post mount, A pos^ mount is term known by a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to be a weight bejaring support structure that connects a light fixture to a

(i) There is no suggestion or motivation, either in Wilson arri Burke or in the 
knowledge generallji available to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify or 
combine the referende teachings of Wilson and Burke . Burke makes no 
mention of use of itsj chain to be adapted to a convertible mount that requires 
rewiring. ITiere is flo suggestion in Wilson to add additH>nal mounts w-Hh its 
rewiring features. Wilson requires a rod with the wiring and it would be 
difficult to incorporate into a chain mount. Wilson only uses one (1 ) mount 
that can be rewired t* be used on the top or the bottom of the Ughting fixture. 
There is no suggestkin or teaching in Burke to use it with replaceable wiring.

1. (Currently .^mended) A light fijrturc designed to mo unted to a wall, « p osL or a ch^m 
oaa e mbly corofnising: 

(a) a light fixture bod^; 

(b) a mount for the U^t fixture body for attachment to a support 
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structure; and 

(c) a locking mcchahisra for nonthreadably releascably coupling the light 
fixture body to the mount, a first portion of the bcking mechanism 
attached to the %ht fixture body, a second portion of the locking 
mechanism attadhed to the mount whereby the light fixture body is 
attached to the nliount, 

2. (Currently Amended) A light fixture asswf^Wy as recited in claim 1 wherein coupling the 

light fixture body to the mount includes twist locking. 

3. (original) A method for assemblitig a light fixture comprising: 

(a) provkling a light fixture assembly having a light ^fixture body, a post 
mount;, a chain x^tiount, a coach mount, and a finishing piece; 

(b) selecting an appiropriate nK>unting piece; and 

(c) attaching the ^propriatc mounting piece and the finishing piece to the 
light fixture body without using toob. 

4. (previously presented) The ligbjting fixture of claim 1 wherein the mount has a hard wired 

lighting socket. 

5. (previously presented) The method as recited in claim 3 wherein the post mount has a 

lighting socket attached and hard wired to the post mount, the chain mount has a 
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lighting socket attached land hard wired to the chain mount, and the coach mount 
has a lighting socket attached and hard wired to the coach mount. 

6. (previously presented) A methocf for assembling a light ISxtuie consisting of: 

(a) providing a light jfixture assembly having a light fixture body, a post 
moimt having a lighting socket, a chain mount having a lighting socket, a 
coach mount having a lighting socket, and a finishing piece; 

(b) selecting an appropriate mounting piece; and 

(c) attaching the appropriate mounting piece and the finishiTig piece to the 
light fixture bod^ without using tools. 

7, (previously presented) The lightihg fixture as recited in claim 1 wherein the first portion 

of the locking mechanisih is a hole having three notches in the circumference of 
the hole and the second pk>rtion of the bcking mechanism is a circular disc 
member having three tabis extending from the circular disc member.
